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School Board opts for automatic 
renewal of Van Tassel contract

At Monday’s regular meeting, the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
decided to take no action on a part of 
School Supt. Van Tassel’s rolling contract 
that automatically gives him another year 
on the job if the board doesn’t take action. 

As of April 1, Supt. Van Tassel will 
automatically have his position confirmed 
for the 2014-15 school year, in addition 
to the 2013-14 year. The superintendent 
position is renewed two years in advance. 

Board Treasurer Sherry Frazier pointed 
out that Van Tassel is not taking a salary 
cut like the teachers are being asked to take 
and, actually, he is getting an increase. 

His contract calls for $137,000 for this 
school year, plus a $2,000 raise to $139,000 
as of July 1. 

Board President Brent Mikulski said Van 
Tassel said he would take a cut. 

Van Tassel confirmed that he would be 
willing to make a voluntary cut in his salary 
after the teachers’ salary is determined. 

Trustee Scott Russell said if the board does 
nothing that evening, the contract would 
roll over. If someone on the board changes 
his or her mind and wants to discuss the 
contract, that person could get a second 
person to ask for a special meeting before 
April 1 and they could meet and discuss. 

Russell praised Van Tassel for “leadership 
by example”. 

An item on the agenda for approval of the 
Van Buren Education Association teachers’ 
union contract was removed by President 
Mikulski at the beginning of the meeting. 

Mikulski and Van Tassel explained that 
the contract was not ready for a board 
vote because it needed to be ratified by the 
teachers and it failed in the teachers’ vote 
earlier Monday. 

The board planned to discuss the contract 
negotiations in closed session at the end 
of the meeting, as allowed under the Open 
Meetings Act. 
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The board also approved spending some 
of the bond funds left over from the 
building of Belleville High School. They 
approved: 

e $60,468 for seven additional pin-on 
microphone systems for BHS teachers, 
so that every classroom (except gym) will 
have enhanced sound. The cost was locked 
in by a 2009 bid, said Paul Wills of Plante 
Moran CRESA, who made the proposal to 
the board;

Belleville City Council 
approves police 
contract with no raises

The City of Belleville and its Police 
Department union have been negotiating 
for many, many months on the contract that 
expired June 30, 2011. 

Cpl. Todd Schrecengost, president of the 
union, said Sunday that the union had been 
hoping to get some pay raises, but it didn’t 
happen. 

However, the recently approved 
agreement does have a wage reopener 
effective July 1, 2014. Belleville’s Police 
Officers Association of Michigan local has 
seven members. 

The city council considered the contract in 
closed session a few weeks ago and turned 
it down, Schrecengost said. Then, there 
were more negotiations and at the end of 
the March 18 meeting, following another 
closed-door session, the council approved 
the contract. 

The four-year contract runs from July 1, 
2011 through June 30, 2015. 

Schrecengost said there was a lot of 
heavy negotiation on the additions to the 
procedures for promotion to sergeant and 
establishing an eligibility list.

e $99,788.74 for tables, umbrellas, fences 
and landscaping (including some relocation 
of new trees) for the Commons area outdoor 
patio and the outside courtyard next to the 
auditorium. The patio was included in the 
original design, but not constructed until 
the availability of funds for amenities was 
determined. Wills said Wayne County, state 
parks, and the Metro Park system also were 
using the tables selected for BHS; and 

e $148,587 to Marshall Music Company 
(high bidder) for musical instruments, 
including eight trumpets, six tubas, six 
flutes, five Bb clarinets, five trombones, 
four bassoons, four alto saxophones, three 
oboes, and one each of arosewood marimba 
and 2.5 pro bells with rolling stand. Some 
of the current instruments are more than 40 
years old. 

Wills also reported that the Sinking Fund 
is financing extra parking at Rawsonville 
and Edgemont schools, a new roof at 
Owen (with bids ready to come in), glass 
and glazing at various schools, along with 
security entrances at schools. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the April 8 employment 
termination of teacher Stephanie 
Stojanovski of McBride after 13 years of 
service, for personal reasons; 

e Heard presentations from the principals 
of Owen Intermediate and Belleville High 
School, outlining their programs; 

e Approved the minutes of the March 
13 open session, following a closed-door 
disciplinary hearing, that showed a vote 
of 6-1 (Frazier voting no) that expelled a 
student for an unstated infraction; 

e Heard Frazier ask questions about four 
different checks written to pay for various 
items and got answers. She was advised 
by Secretary Kevin English that it would 
give employees more time to get answers 
to her questions if she would ask before the 
meeting, but she insisted it was her right to 
ask the questions. She questioned the $500 
per day paid to Carnegie Math consultant 
Nicole Crockett and was told that was for 
10.5 days per month; and 

e Heard parent Shannon Ackron speak 
of her many concerns about her children’s 
education. She had sent emails to board 
members after not being satisfied with 
her treatment after following the chain of 
command. Ackron was especially irritated 
with comments from teachers who said 
there was “a paper shortage in the district” 
and one couldn’t run off her ill high school 
son’s homework because of the paper 
problem, which caused him to be marked 
down in class. She also wanted to know 
how much was lost in the furniture and 
equipment destroyed when the old BHS was 
demolished. She tried to get the information 
with a Freedom of Information Act request, 


but was told there were no documents on 
that. She listed other problems and called 
school leadership “despicable”. She said 
that Board Vice President Martha Toth 
sent her an email saying she had “crossed a 
line” by saying leadership was despicable. 
President Mikulski asked Ackron to give 
Van Tassel and the staff time to collect 
information she wanted, adding her email 
was lengthy and they are working on it. 
“It’s unfortunate we have to allow these 
kinds of issues to fester with parents,” 
said Frazier, adding that had Van Tassel 
addressed the problem in the first place, it 
wouldn’t have escalated. “The buck stops 
with him...” she said.

“We worked it out,” he said. 

Currently the department has no officers 
with sergeant status. 

The wording on the Temporary Part-Time 
Position section now sets the maximum 
number of part-time/temporary employees 
at three and maximum time of 3,400 hours 
per calendar year, up from 1,700 hours in 
the previous contract. Also the procedure is 
now spelled out how these employees can 
be used. 

Also, if an officer decides not to take 
the health insurance offered by the city, 
the officer will get $500 every month that 
the officer opts not to be covered, up from 
$100 per month in the previous contract. 

According to the last contract, the first 
month the city begins saving money as a 
result of the employee opting off the health 
care plan, the city shall pay the employee 
an additional $100 as an incentive to 
participate in the program. 

Cpl. Schrecengost was surprised to learn 
the extra $100 was still in the new contract, 
since Belleville City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer said that $100 was coming out. 
The contract approved by the city council 
still has that wording in it. 

Kollmeyer is on vacation and not available 
for comment on the contract. 

The Independent obtained the language 
for the previous and present contracts 
through a Freedom of Information Act 
request. 

There are other, smaller but important 
changes to the contract language. 

When Cpl. Kris Faull’s grandfather died, 
it was discovered there was a problem with 
the old contract in the Bereavement Leave 
section. While time off was given for a 
variety of other relatives, there was none 
for grandparents. 

Schrecengost said Kollmeyer agreed it 
was an oversight and it was changed. 

Other changes in the new contract 
include: 

e The employer shall pay 80% of the 
premium for health care coverage and the 
employees pay 20%. This actually was

effective July 1, 2012, but it now has been 
added to the language on the new contract. 
Also added was that effective July 1, 2012, 
the retirees health care cost share will be 
the same as active employees. 

e A new line added in said reserve 
employees need to adhere to all established 
rules and regulations. 

e Deleted was the part in the old contract 
that offered reimbursement for part of the 
co-pays on 90-day prescriptions ordered 
by mail. 

e The only change to the straight-time 
wage rates was the addition of a $16 figure 
for part-time/temporary employees. The 


other hourly rates remain at $17.92 for 
patrol officers on probation, $19.93 for 
1-year patrol officers, $21.71 for 2 years, 
$23.44 for 3 years, $25.11 for 4 years, 
and $25.69 for corporal, 8 years. (In the 
former contract the top pay was recorded 
as $25.68, but that was incorrect and was 
paid as $25.69, Schrecengost said.) 

The part of the former contract remains 
that requires as a condition of employment 
that those who are not members of the 
union need to pay a union service fee the 
same as the union dues. The city deducts 
the union dues or service fee and sends the 
money to the POAM office in Redford. 


VBT approves design work to 
resurface township parking lot

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees approved paying Wade Trim 
engineers a lump sum of $5,000 to do the 
design and bidding work for a proposed 
resurfacing of part of the township hall 
parking lot. 

At its March 19 meeting, the board voted 
6-1 to approve the agreement, with Trustee 
Reggie Miller voting no. 

Trustee Miller questioned paying the 
engineers $5,000 for design work for just 
Phase I of the parking lot paving, since 
there will be other phases before it’s done 
and possibly $5.000 each or more for each 


future phase design. 

Phase I will begin east of the main 
entrance at the handicapped parking and 
stretch around the front of the township 
hall to the public safety side and Quirk 
Road entrance. 

DPW Director Tom MacDonald said this 
is the worst part of the parking lot and sees 
the most public visitors. 

He said the plan is to grind up the existing 
base and add 2-3 inches of new pavement, 
addressing the curbs and sidewalks. 

This would cost about $100,000 and for 
the $5,000 lump sum, Wade Trim would

No secrets: Now 
you have all the 
2012 salaries 


We’ve completed our annual publication 
of the 2012 salaries of our friends who 
work at the City of Belleville, townships of 
Sumpter and Van Buren, and the Van Buren 
Public Schools. 

These employees are paid with your tax 
dollars and so their salaries are available 
to you for study. You can decide if we are 
paying our workers enough — or too much. 

Many of these salaries are locked into 
union contracts, so if you don’t like them, 
too bad, there’s nothing you can do about 
them under the current agreements. 

If the school district decides to turn 
over its bus transportation department, for 
example, to a private company, as some 
school districts have, our local employees 
will either be without jobs, or will be able 
to apply for lower-paid, non-union jobs 
with the private firm. The school district 
still struggles with financial problems 
and will be reaching out for ways to cut 
expenditures. 

Right now, the district is seeking salary 
cuts from the teachers, but at Monday’s 
school board meeting no one said how much. 
They did say the teachers’ union voted not 
to approve the proposed contract earlier 
Monday, so this is still in negotiation. 

Sumpter cut its spending a long time 
ago and is getting along well. Belleville 
is tightening its belt. Van Buren Township 
seems to be doing all right, as long as the 
landfill stays healthy. Taxpayers need to 
stay informed, so there are no surprises.

She was an advocate for the geriatric, 
emotionally- and physically-disabled clients 
and she lobbied at the state and national 
levels for them. She was also appointed by the 
governor of Michigan to serve on the White 
House Conference on Aging. Roberta was also 
responsible for putting on the annual “Roberta’s 
AFC Christmas Party,” which was enjoyed by 
over 400 people for over 50 years.

provide the project plan and specifications 
and go through the bidding process, evaluate 
the bids and give a recommendation. This 
does not include project oversight. 

MacDonald said this is to be done during 
the hottest, driest part of the summer, 
maybe July, and the ground-up material 
could be used to fill in parts of the base that 
need repair. 

Dave Nummer of Wade Trim said the 
ground-up pavement gravel makes a nice 
base for the new pavement. It’s a pretty 
quick process and reduces the cost 30%, 
Nummer said. 

MacDonald said the whole project is 
expected to be taken care of in two more 
phases, when money is available. 

The whole parking lot project was 
estimated at about $400,000, MacDonald 
said. 

“It’s an enormous price to do the parking 
lot in one piece,” said Clerk Leon Wright. 
“We can’t do it all at once and it’s not 
going to get any better. We can’t afford to 
jeopardize the safety of anyone.” 

MacDonald said they planned to leverage 
the money the township has available and 
do the highest priority first. 

He said if it was done all in one season, 
it still would have to be phased to keep the 
township hall open. 

MacDonald said if the board wants to 
design the entire project now, he could go 
back to Wade Trim and get a proposal on 
the whole project.

Trustee Jeff Jahr said they have to keep this 
in perspective. The board is not approving 
this paving to go forward, just the design 
work, which is 5% of the anticipated cost. 
He said once the design is done, the board 
will decide if it wants to go forward and 
seek bids. 

Trustee Phil Hart asked MacDonald if he 
asked Nummer to take an overall look at 
the parking lot. 

“What’s being designed? Take out the old 
driveway and put in the new,” said Trustee 
Hart, adding he was concerned there’s no 
oversight. “Why can’t Dave come up with 
one plan?” 

“We have to get this done this year with 
the amount we had budgeted,” MacDonald 
said. “I kind of defined what it would cost to 
design this area.” MacDonald said Nummer 
basically responded to his request. 

John Delaney stated from the audience 
that it would cost $30,000 if there were 
six phases. He compared this to the Bemis 
Road water line 11 months ago that had to 
come back for more design costs. 

“Its not my intention to say it is 
misspent,” said Trustee Miller, clarifying 
her concerns. 

MacDonald said the consultant responded 
to the request he made and the board can 
decide whether to accept the proposal or 
request a different proposal. He said Wade 
Trim is willing to do it either way. 

Trustee Jahr said if the board spends 
$20,000 on engineering and the work isn’t 
going to be done for 3-4 years, that would 
take money away from the $100,000 
project now. 
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Supervisor Combs said she wants to get 
going on the part the township has money 
for and it’s worse at the police department 
and drive onto Quirk Road. 

The board then voted 6-1 to approve the 
$5,000 proposal. 

At the work/study session on March 18, 
John Delaney also questioned the entrance 
to township hall that is not lighted well. 

“That’s been a pet peeve of mine,” agreed 
Supervisor Linda Combs. She said the 
Bianco Bus for senior trips took out the 
landscaping at the entrance twice since the 
bus is too big to make the turn. 

Supervisor Combs said she has made a 
note for street lights and signage for the 
entrance. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said she and others 
went out and looked at it and found there is 
a light on each side of the entrance, but it 
needs higher wattage. She suggested lights 
along the drive and maybe reflective tape. 

In other business at the one-hour, March 
19 regular meeting, the board: 

e Heard Supervisor Combs announce that 
Director MacDonald intends to retire in 
April. Combs said they wish him well in 
his retirement and they want him to know 
he is appreciated. MacDonald thanked 
the board for the confidence it has shown 
in him and he thanked the citizens of the 
township for their support. He said he has 
met a lot of great people during his time at 
VBT. He told the Independent that April 5 
is his last day; 

e Accepted the low bid for publishing 
legal notices, with Supervisor Combs and 
Treasurer Budd voting no. The Independent

bid $2.50 per column inch, with other bids: 
$4.25 from the Journal/Eagle, $4.50 from 
The View, and $5 from the Belleville Lake 
Current. There was an hour’s worth of 
lively discussion about the decision at the 
work/study session, with Combs noting 
at that time she would vote against the 
Independent because she had compiled a 
whole list of complaints about the paper. 
The board agreed that they were not 
endorsing the low bidder but only agreeing 
to have their legal notices published in its 
pages. Delaney congratulated the board 
at the regular meeting for looking at the 
money and, that “After 24 hours, everybody 
calmed down”; and 

e Unanimously approved the renewal of 
the 2013 Intergovernmental Agreement 
with the City of Belleville for Emergency 
Dispatch and Lockup Services at a cost of 
$145,600, the same price as last year. This 
is the eighth year providing the services to 
the city and Interim Director Greg Laurain 
said there have been incremental increases 
over the years. At the work/study session 
Budd said there have been increases of 6% 
and 5% and this is the first year the cost 
remained the same. Budd said the prior 
public safety director had already talked 
to the city and said it would cover it. 
Supervisor Combs said the former director 
gave the figure to her and said it would cover 
it before he left and she said she should 
have checked. She said they will do due 
diligence before the next contract comes 
up. “We don’t want another year to go by 
without an increase,” said Trustee Jahr.

Ihave an elderly mother who owns herhome.My 
siblings and I were given legal advice to have my 
mother sign a quit claim to herself and all of 
her children, so in the event of her death, we 
would have ownership of the home. 

We did have the quit claim deed prepared 
and had the document recorded at the county. 
My brother has decided to move in with my 
mother and has initiated my mother to sign for 
a mortgage on her home to finance an addition 
he wants to build to accommodate his family. 
Since all of my mom’s children are now co- 
owners of the house, shouldn’t all of us have 
to agree to sign for any mortgage / lien put on 
the house? 

Answer: Yes! I would hope that the lender 
doing the mortgage would do a Title search and 
find out that your mother is not sole owner of 
the home. You and your siblings should have a 
talk with your brother and make it known that 
not only do you disagree with putting a lien on 
your mother’s home, but that the bank should 
be informed of the several owners. Also, if need 
be, speak with an attorney as soon as possible to 
contact your brother and/or the bank to correct 
the situation.

Expedition now answers 
VBT calls for emergency 
medical service 


With a focus on enhancing services and 
efficiencies, the Van Buren Township Fire 
Department has recently implemented a 
“smaller” response to calls for emergency 
medical service. 

In 2012, the Fire Department responded 
to 2,549 calls for service with 1,556 of them 
(61%) being requests for medical care. 

Traditionally, the big, red, front-line engines 
had been used to respond to all emergency 
calls. These engines, known as Engines 1 & 
2, were purchased in 2004 at a cost of about 
$400,000. 

They average about 3.5 miles per gallon, 
and repairs are costly. It averages $400 for an 
oil change and $800 to replace one tire. 

The department’s front-line fire engines 
both have over 100,000 miles on them, and 
generally repairing or servicing a fire engine 
is not a quick fix. 

Fire Department personnel are committed 
to extending the life of these big red engines, 
as well as to combating the rising costs 
associated with fuel, maintenance and 
repairs. 

To do so, the Fire Department is now 
responding to calls for emergency medical 
service using its 2008 Ford Expedition Sport 
Utility Vehicle. The Expedition averages 
over triple the miles per gallon of the big 
red engines, oil changes average $40, tire 
replacement is $200, and maintenance and 
repairs are nominal in comparison. 

In an effort to further reduce the wear and 
tear on the fire engines, the Fire Department 
expanded the first response area for the SUV 
to include areas north of Belleville Lake. The 
medical equipment carried in the Expedition 
meets and exceeds both local and state 
licensing requirements, guaranteeing medical 
care will be administered as it was when the 
fire engines were used for response. 

No additional costs are associated with 
this new service delivery, as the Expedition 
was already in the fleet as the Fire Chief’s 
vehicle. The Fire Chief will be assigned 
another vehicle being decommissioned from 
the Police Department. 

Fire Chief Dan Besson said he is pleased 
with the newly implemented process. 

“Using this smaller vehicle maintains 
the same high quality level of service our 
residents expect, while we conservatively 
preserve our front line engines for years to 
come,” Chief Besson said. 

“I am eager to assess the success of this 
program, and we will continue to look for 
innovative ways to enhance the effectiveness 
and efficiencies of the services we provide.”

Clerk Leon Wright made the motion to 
accept the attorney’s recommendation, 
which was seconded by Treasurer Sharry 
Budd. 

Clerk Wright, Treasurer Budd, and 
Supervisor Linda Combs voted yes and 
Trustees Jeff Jahr and Reggie Miller voted 
no. The motion carried 3-2. 

Trustee Jahr asked Supervisor Combs to 
ask their attorney when they can talk about 
the case and she said she would. 

Combs told the Independent that the case 
has to go through the court system and 
their attorney has to carry the proposal to 
the other attorney and decisions have to be 
made. She said she would issue a statement 
once everything is settled. 

In his lawsuit, Loyer alleges that 
Supervisor White discharged him because 
of Loyer’s complaints of  illegalities, 
violations of law and safety regulations. 

Loyer left township employment on June 
21 and Dan Besson took over the job as 
interim fire chief. Besson was sworn in as 
permanent fire chief on Aug. 21. 

Reportedly, Loyer was offered a settlement 
for leaving township employment if 
he would sign a promise not to sue the 
township. He did not sign. 

The law suit was filed Sept. 17 by Loyer’s 
attorney Joseph R. Furton, Jr. of Dearborn. 
Loyer also paid the $235 fee necessary to 
demand a jury trial. 

On Feb. 1, Loyer’s attorney filed a 
motion to extend the time line in the suit 
which was granted. Now, case evaluation 
is set for July 29 and settlement conference 
for Sept. 9.
